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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of drawings, filed on 
November 21, 2001 have been disapproved because they Introduce new matter into the drawings. 37 
CFR 1.121(a)(6) states that no amendment may introduce new matter into the disclosure of an 
application. The original disclosure does not support the showing of the screw threads on the inner 
cap wall as depicted in figure 4 or on the outer cap wall as depicted in figures 1A, IB, and 7. 
Additionally, the screw threads do not appear to have the same length between the figures. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every feature 
of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the indicia of "CAUTION NOT CHILD 
RESISTANT" must be shown or the feature canceled from the claims. No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held In abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show the indicia of 
"CAUTION NOT CHILD RESISTANT" as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is 
essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. 
MPEP§ 608.02(d). 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of 
the invention to which the claims are directed. The title should Include at least one technical, or 
Inventive, feature of the claimed Instant invention. 
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5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informality: misspelled terms such as 
"disabilitating" on page 4 and "he closure" on page 11. 

Appropriate correction Is required. 

Claim Objections 

6. Claims 1-14 are objected to because of the following informality: misspelled terms such as 
"rotateable", "griping", and "knerlments". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. Claims 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claims 7 and 9 recite the limitation "the axial" in line 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

How does one determine an "angle with the axial"? What is an axial? 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-6, 8, and 10-14 appear to be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objections set forth in this Office action. 

9. Claims 7 and 9 appear to be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Child resistant closures of interest are cited for their disclosures.
